Upon beating 
this, tho German, and his friends, armed 
themselves, and repaired to tho place, when 
liiuli words passed between the parties. The 
Irishman nt length raised his gun, threaten- 
ing to shoot tho German, the hitter raised his 
yiin, and shot thu Irishman thro' the heart, 
killing him inHtuntly."

German'?, Sliontz—that nn examination has 
been had, which resulted in Mr. Sliontz being 
held to bail in tho sum of S400.

Who can 
bo ignorant of the fact, that the introduction 
of intoxicatins drinks inla a community, for 
nilo," contaminates Hi morals, nnd midnngers 
its safety"? 


Mr. Justice Ciitron said: " I udmit,iis inov- 


itable, that, if the State bus the power of ru- 
Mrnint l>y licenses to any extent, she has thu 
diicretionary power to judge of its limits, and 
aiuy go to the length of prohibiting sides alto- 
gether, if inch bo her policy ; and that if IhU 
Court cannot interfere in the case buforc ui», 
tifithcr could wo interfere in tbu extreme case 
of exclusion." 


Mr. Jmtico Daniel, in answering the argu- 


ment that tho importer purchases the right to 
eoll when he pays duties to government, said: 
« No such right is purchased by tlio importer;
